SOCIALISTIC GOMaBBSS., 

Itvrill Be Fermittea Bnt Will Be Closely 
Watched by the German Authorities. 

liKULtN, Sept. 22. — Tho German govern- 
ment huB (ieoitlud to permit thn aoaaioDa of 
tho aocialistio congress oallod for to. morrow, 
but ita proceedings will bo oioaely aorutin- 
izod. About five hundred dnlei^atca havo 
arrived. Fraternal grcotings have been re- 
ceived from the oooialials of tho United 
StatoB, and a proposition will be aubmitted 
for the appointment of a ooromlttee to visit 
tliab oonntry and report; upon tbe progrsas 
of- Booiallstia propaganda.'*' ,. .. 



Tlie steamer Victoria, of the Northern Pa- 
cific line, which arrived from the Orient last 
evening, brought aa a paaaenger Capt, Gala- 
worthy (commander of the famous Kow 
Shini; at the time of her sinking by tho 
Naniwa-Kan) who is now returning to Eog 
and, and alao the very latest mail advices of 
the war in the Far Eaab, These confirm and 
detail in extenso the plans of the JapancBo 
forces in Korea, wliioh have been outltcod 
in cable advioes. ' 

So farHbese plans have not been disturbed 
by any Berions reversesi and tlie victorious 
Japanese will beable— if, as is probable, they 
adhore to tlieir aommander-in-ohief's ar- 
rangements— to push on to Moukden, tho 
moat important oity in Manchuria to tho rul- 
ing dynaaiy of China, from whioh, or I'ekin, 
it ia prnpoatd to dictate terms of peace lo 
the Flowery Kingdom. Tlio Chiucee 
at tho 5ch of September wore 
gradually drawing back further and 
further inland, following Wolaoley'a ad- 
vice of other years. Their hope is to detain 
their more aotivo oneiniea until winter, in a 
climate whioh means death to them, and 
thus torminato tho oanipaign as was Napo- 
'oBn's awful expedition into Russia. 

Moukden ia being rapidly and strongly 
fortified, while at the sumo time thousands 
of Chinese troops are being poured into it 
80 that if, ua anticipated, tho next great 
battle is witnooaed there, it must bo ono of 
the most important engagements of the war 
now in progress. In Moukden, tho Chinese 
emperor in supposed to liave ot command 
some 1,200 million dollars of trcaburo, in 
itself a groat inducement to the enemy. 

Estimating China's losses at their highest 
imit — killed, wounded, piiaoners and 
deserters— say 40,000, sho has still 50,000 
troops in Korea and 100,000 in Manchuria, 
and aho haa yet to sufl°.<r defeat on her own 
territory, though undoubtedly badly 
worsted In several important battles on 
neutral ground. 

It Boema now a certainty that Japan will 
tcoept the gauntlet thrown dotvn by China 
'or a winter invasion cf Manchuria, The 
war department ia forwarding winter sturea 
to Korea to provide ^against the increasing 
rigors of olimate as the march northward 
irooeedsi and will figlit on the aggressive aa 
ong BH .possible, 

ThoagK Japan's lossea have been lightly 
passed over In the press dispatches, owing 
to the fact that they have been sustained in 
the securing of victoriea, not defeats, they 
have nob been by any meana insignificant. 
Before the three great battles of the last 
fortnight, hor de*d wore eet down by her 
own press at ,3,000, whilo nine good battle- 
fhipa, including the Yoshina-kan, the 
Vayoyana-kan. and the Matshnsima-kan, 
have gone. 

The Japanese losses have been scattering, 
not by a general defeat, whioh wag to have 
been expected from a contemplation of the 
Chinese pnlloy of warfare. When the Vic 
toria left Yokohama very coEfiicting reporta 
were being received from Fort Arthur. 

Whon tho ss. Wonohow, which arrived 
here yesterday," said the China Gazette of 
August 2:2, " was passing Wei Hai Wei on 
the morning of tho Mth instant she wit- 
nessed a terrific explosion on shore among 
tho forts. A column of smoke and fUme shot 
up into tho sky, and though tho VVenohow 
was 15 rnilea out at Boa those on board dia- 
tinctly heard tho heavy boom of the exnlo- 
sion ; there waa only ono report. The Wen 
Chow went from Tientsin direct to Swatow 
and returned from the latter port to Shang- 
hai yeatordftv. Sho was tho only vessel with- 
in sight of ^Vci•H■^i■Wei at tho time, and 
the Chinese would hi likely to keep such an 
occarrenoo very dark and tho delay in re- 
ceiving news of tho accident, if it was one, 
here ia easy to be understood." 

In regard to the Jananese feint and re« 
treat from Wei H»! Wtait the Tokio press 
fully confirm the story given pnblioity by 
tho New \ urk Uaraid that the presence of 
the Japanese ships was revealed to the Chi- 
nese forts and men-of war through the un- 
usual action of the English war vesaela 
firing a night salute. 

Concerning tho attitude of tho foreign 
powers. Groat lirituin ia reported to 
have squoizad a proniiao out of China 
not to concede Formosa to any other power. 
Possession of the island by another might 
Berionsly threaten both Hongkong and 
Shanghai, but it ia diflicult to accept tho 
ueaertiou thiit an agreement has been con- 
cluded in fulfilment of which England will 
at onco revoke her neutrality in the event of 
Japan's attempting to occupy Formosa and 
give active aBsistunco to China. 

The Tokio papers report that at tho in- 
Gtance of tho British and Kuasiun ministers 
to Pekin, the Viceroy Li recently agreed to 
a suapension of hostilities with a view to a 
possible settlement, Xlie interveners thon 
applied for Japan's oonsent, bat were met 
witti a firm refusal even to entertain the 
idea. 

As to Kassia, the AsabI (Tokio) an- 
nounces as on offioiat information that "two 
thousand Russian oonviots have escaped 
from their work on the Siberian railway 
and havo crossed thti Korean frontier.' Im- 
mediate application waB made to the 
authorities in Seoul for their arrest, but no 
satibfaotory reply having been given, a body 
of 5,000 Russian troops haa entered Hani- 
kiuug do, tho northernmost province of 
Korea, in pursuit." 

Among tho latest notes of the war may bo 
given tho following : The Victoria, in pass- 
ing through the Straits of Shimniosaki, 
sighted eovon troopships bearing Japanese 
relDforcomenls to Korea, th'ise being tho 
first of an additional force of 25,000 troops ; 
the U, S. 8 Concord lias arrived to 
join the Ameriosn forces on the scene 
of hoBtilitiea ; the captain of tho 
Japanese warships engaged at Wei-Hai-Wei 
recently reports that the forts aromoro pow- 
erful than waa anticipated, the voUeya be- 
ing cflective at 1,200 metres, but the shots 
then paased oyer the ,roen-of;War i the Kow 
Shing affair has heen'settled by the Japan- 
oae governmeBt apologizing and paying an 
indemnity of $760,000. Z

warship Naniwa ofif the coast of 
Japan, was a passenger from tho

sinking of his vessel at the Foreign 
GlIicB. His statement of the whole 
affiiir, as given in the inquiry 
conducted in tho Yokohama courts and in 
several interviews has already been pub- 
lished the world over. The engineer of the 
Kow Shing, the only other survivor of the 
doomed ship, has gone to London via the 
Suez Cauol. 



RELATIONS WITH THE U.S. 

A Delaware Senator Predicts 7hat the Two 
Countries Will Work Ont Thelr 
Own Destiny. , ■ 

OoDKKSBUno, N.Y., Sept. 22.— Senator 
Higginson, ot Delaware, delivered a Bpeeoh 
here yesterday on the subject of our rolo- 
tiona with our neighbors in Canada, He 
aaid Americans had for Canada a feeling of 
neighborly amiability and indifference with 
her population of 5,000,000, but aa a nation 
of 20,000,000 to 50,000,000, backed by the 
power of tho British Empire, Americana had 
a different feeling- He predicted that the 
great echiam in feeling between the two 
branches of the Eoglish speaking raos w^uld 
yet be healed and they would be left to 
work oat their own destiny of this conti- 
nent. 



EZBTA BXTBADITABLE. 

The Salvador Bef^gees Fonnd GuUty of the 
Gbarges Laid Against Them. ' 

San Francisco, Sept, 22 — United States 
District Judge Morrow rendered a lengthy 
decision to day in the case of General Ezeta 
and tho other Silvadorian refugeea. Colonel 
Cienfueggoa, charged with attempting mur- 
der, is ordered held for extradition, aa the 
crime waa committed four months before tho 
revolution began. Generals Bolanos and 
BuBtamcnto, charged with tho hanging of 
four unknown persona, are ordered dia- 
aharged,as tho evidence adduced was ohitlly 
hearsay. Tho defendants, except Bolanos, 
are found guilty of bunging Henri((U3s, and 
tho court also holds that the charges of 
murder of Colonel Canes ond the robbery of 
tho Bank of San Salvador are proved, and 
the accused are ordered held. 



THB EECENT FIGHT. 



Japanese Beport of the Conllict- 
Eigtaty Tlionsand Additional 
Troops 'for the Front. 



Foreigners Not Wanted in 
Capacity in tlie War 
Service.

Washinciton, Sept. 22. — The Japanese 
minister this afternoon received an official 
telegram which gives tho following par- 
ticulars of the recent naval engagement : 
The battle took plaoo on the 17th Inst, be- 
tween eleven Japanese and fourteen Chinese 
men-of-war, with six torpedo boats, and 
lasted from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. The Chinese 
men-of-war I'ang Wei, Choi Yung, each 
1,350 tons, the Lai '^'oen, 2,900 tons, 
and the Chang Yaea, 2,,3()0 tons, 
wore sunk, and tho Ting Yuen, 7,335 tons, 
and the Ping Yuen, 2,900 tons, caught fire. 
The rest of the Chinese fieet were heavily 
damaged, and fled to the westward. On 
the Japanese aide the Akagi, 6,220 tons, the 
Matsushima, 4,728 tons, and the Hiyei, 
2,28-^ tons. Were more or leas damaged, but 
returned safely to the Japanese temporary 
naval station at Riiyang Tao. The Japan- 
ese loss was nine ollicors and thirty warrant 
officers and men killed, and 100 wounded. 

So many Americans have applied to the 
Japanese legation for employment in the 
service of Japan during the present war, 
that, in order to answer such applioations 

Eromptly, the minister has been obliged to 
ave reconrse to printed oiroulars, which 
read as follows : '* The legation is in re- 
ceipt of numerous inquiries as to whether or 
not the Japanese government intends to em- 
ploy foreign aubjeots in any capacity during 
the present war with China, either In active 
military services or as surgeons, or other 
employmenta directly or indirectly connect- 
ed with tb3 war. While appreciating the 
frienaiy Buutiuieuta which haye caused 
St) many persons to seek to enter 
the Porvice of Jopan at this crisis, I regret 
that I ciU only return a negative reply. The 
various lines of service to which they refer 
have been for years part of an organized sys- 
tem in aucoesslul operation, and consequently 
at this juncture the Japanese government 
does not feel the necessity of employing any 
poraons in addition to those who havo been 
trained to perform tho duties of auch aor- 
vico." 

London, Sept. 22 —The Weekly Sun will 
publish to-morrow morning tho following 
diapatch from Yokohama : Japan haa do- 
oidod to proseouto the war with all possible 
vigor before tho winter opona. Orders havo 
been issued for SO, 000 more troops to start 
for tho frontier immediately. Their exact 
destination is not known. It is generally 
believed that a great coup is intended. The 
enthusiasm throughout tho nation is 
unbounded. Everywhere tho troops are 
received with excited acclamations. 
Regular railway truilic haa been temporarily 
SDspendod, the whole railway system being 
under requisition for military purposes. The 
bulk of the troops go by rail to Hirosohlma, 
where the Mikado probably reviewa them 
before their departnte for the seat of war. 
It Ib stated that every provision 
has been made for the transpor- 
tation of troops. OfBoerB and men 
are elated and bohfldent of victory.

Brings lutereHtiugr Reports From the 
Colonists of New Australia- 
Two Sealers More. 

Arrival of tbe N. P. fi. Liuer " Vic- 
toria " From the Orient— (rossip 
of tbe Front 

MakiD);; one of the fleet of Bailing vesaels 
now in tbe Royal Boad* is the .Bfitisi^ ohip 
Royal Tar, whioh arrived from Honolulu on 
Friday. She made the pasa'ige here in 
nineteen days, and to Honolulu from Syd- 
ney, N.S. W., with a cargo of ooal, in 
thirty.fivo days. Prior to this trip the ahip 
made two voyages to Montevideo from Syd- 
ney, carrying with hor on each occasion 370 
paBsengers, and it is thcao passcDgers who 
now oompriso the population of tha little 
colony known aa New Auatralia, iu tho in- 
terior of South America. The veeaol landed 
the firat ooloniata in Montevideo on July 1, 
189.'i, and her eecnud detachment on 
January l! tf thia year. She waa tlio 
lirat and only veaaol employed in the ooloni- 
zition a^iheme, and although Captain Kon- 
uody, hor present master, was not in charge 
on iho first trip, ho commanded the ship on 
tho atu^iid voyugo, and has therefore some 
knowledge of how tho little colony ia pro- 
greasing. In conversation yesterday ho 
gave a decidedly diflorent report of the 
colony to what has been told in Australian 
papers. Ho saya tho luat ho hoard of the 
people was that they wore doing well. They 
are, ho aaya, following all kinds of occupa- 
tion for a livelihood, and have been very 
Bucceaaful bo far. Tho people are of mixed 
nationality and are all — or until recently 
were— British aubjeota and residents of 
New Sooth Wales. Captain Kennedy does 
not report any of tho atrocious crimes 
among tho coloniata tho Australian papers 
Bpeak of. llo is now awaiting orders to 
load oargo for Sydney, and upon his return 
to that port will again engage in the con- 
veyance of colonists to New Australia. 

THE " VIOTOBU " ABBrVES. 

The Northern Paoifio steamship Victoria, 
Captain Panton, arrived from Japan and 
China shortly after Ave o'clock last evening 
with tbe largest cargo she has yet brought 
from the Orient. Itoonsieted of 3,80.3 tons 
general merohandise, of whioh about 130 
tons is for Victoria, The report of tho 
trip, B8 kindly prepared by Purser Gait, ia 
as foilowB : " Left Hongkong August 28, 
Amoy August 29, Woosung September 1, 
Kobe September 6, and arrived at Yoko- 
hama 9:45 a.m., September 7. Moderate to 
light winds and fine weather were experi- 
enced on the China coast. Left Yokohama 
September 8 at 4 p.m., and strong 
winds and head sea prevailed to 
tho meridian, whioh was crossed 
in 19 deg. N. latitude on tho 15th instant. 
Thonco to port moderate winds and fine 
weather. On tho lS;h instant passed the 
Bchoonor Walter Earle, bound east, in lat. 
49 50 deg. N. and long. 154 W. Paeaed 
Capo Flattery at 0.40 p.m. 2'2ad instant, 
and arrived at Victoria at 5 p.m. Time on 
passage — 14 daya 18 hrs. 30 min." All but 
two of the vessel'd'ateorage passengers are for 
Victoria, there being altogether 64 Chintao. 
Aa saloon passengers the ship brought Dr. 
and Mrs. Roeern, who are going home to 
Waahington after a stay of aoveral years in 
Yokohama ; Mr. and Mrs. BrockhuraC and 
family, of Yokohama, who are going home 
to England ; Mr. T. R. Gibson, of Shang- 
hai, who is returning to Eogland after hav- 
ing boon CDgaged several years in mission- 
ary work in Shanghai, and Captain Hunt, 
who occupies a position in tbe ii)nglish army 
at HongtcoD^. 

THE LORNS'S " WOKK. 
Tug Lorne arrived in port laat evening, 
after having towed tho ahip Oriental, coal 
laden for San Francisco, to aea, and the 
Britiah ships Alexander and Gray Caatle 
Into Royal Roads. The Alexander ia 
twenty-two days out from Honolulu and ia 
bound for tbe Hastings mill for a lumber 
cargo for Calais. The Gray Castle comea 
from Shanghai and ia here for orders. She 
expects to go to Tacoma to-day.

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THE FIGHT AT YALU. 



Offensive Powers of Modern Fleets 
Bni)erior to Their Defensive 
Arraugenieuts. 

Tlie Japaueye Preparini? for Anetlier 
Attack— Au Opinion by U. S- 
Admiral (ierliardi- 



London, Sept. 22.— Tlie Times publiahes 
the folIowioR diBp»^oh from llenttin, dated 
September 21 : " Wounded oflSoeia of the 

C lincao lleet oonfirm the original report of 
the engggomcnt on the 18 h inat. They say 
that the Uhinrao fleet arrived at the Yalu 
river on tho ufternoon of the 16th, and re- 
mained ten tnika cuttido of the mouth of 
the river while the traniporta were unload- 
ing. At II o'olook on the moroing of the 
17cb they sighted the amoko of the Japanese 
fleet, whiuh were approuohing in two ool- 
umES. The Chinese veasela steamed out to 
meet them in two columns, converging on 
the flagahip. The Japanese fleet ooueiated 
of twelve Bbips, while the Chinese iiad ten 
shipB. The Chinese admiral opened fire at a 
distance of 6,000 metres, bub the firing ou 
both srdea fell short until the oppotine 
veaae's oame within 5,000 metres. The 
Chinese endeavored to come to close quiirc- 
ers, but were prevented from accomphshing 
their purpose by tho superior speed of the 
Japanese ships, which keeping for the most 
part two miles tilV, iinvnoeuvred adniirubly 
and made splendid practice with their long 
rango quick firing guna. 

The Chine K 3 cruiser Chih Yutsn, Captain 
Tang Shi Cliang, early in tho diiy closed 
with one of tho enemy's ships at full speed, 
intending to ram her. Whether rammed or 
torpedoed, the Jipaneeo ship turned over 
and sank. Four Japanese vessels then 
closed round tho Chih Vuen, and sho was 
ripped up by shots under tho water 
line, and went down with all hands, 
including Purvis tho enginocr. Mean- 
while tho buttle dragged furiously 
round the fligship Ting Yuen and her 
consort the Chon Yunn. Nickels, a gunnery 
nflicsr on tho Ting Yuen, was killed. The 
Japanese ships were difficult to iHpntify, 
but it is known that tho cruiser Yoahino 
received some damaging shots at close 
quarters which enveloped her in amoko and 
made her inviaiblo. Some of the Chinese 
gunnery devoted their attention especially 
to the Japanese cruiser Naniwo and suc- 
ceeded in setting her on fire, but none of 
the Chinese (iflicers saw her sink. At five 
o'clock the Japanese veeaels still engaged in 
tho fight turned and fled. The Chinese vok- 
aels pursued, but failed to overtake them. 
Next morning the Japanese fieet returned 
and torpedoed the stranded ships. Xhe 
casualties of the Chineae fieet were exactly 
as previously stated, the Japanese loss 
being uncertain as all the vessels were busy 
and no one could see the whole field of 
action. On ooroparing testimony from 
various souroes, it seems certain that four 
Japanese ships were destroyed and tbe re- 
mainder were badly maimed. 

Advices from Ghemalpo, dated tbe 16bh, 
say a fieet of thirty-two Japanese trana- 
por;tB, convoyed by a nui^ber of warships, 
has arrivecl there. The transports ha'd on 
board seven thousand soldiers, three thou- 
sand coolies and two thouaaod pack horses. 
The troops are being hurried to Seoul, upon 
which city an attack is expected eoon. 

Tho Westminster GaKctto eaja according 
to a London nows agency it is rumored in 
Shanghai that a Japanese fleet in fighting 
off the Y'alu river captured the Chinese 
transports Chin Tung, Hao Ting, Hainu ond 
Toonan. A dispatch from Y'okohama has 
been received by a buainesa house requesting 
that a British gunboat be sent there to pro- 
tect British subjects. 

The Westminster Garotte publishea a dis- 
patch announcing the safe arrival at Port 
Arthur of the Chinese transports from which 
trooDB wero being landed at the mouth of 
the Yalu river when the attack wos made by 
the Japanese. 

Lord Kercsford in an interview to day 
said that the result of the recent naval en- 
gagement between tho Chinese and Japanese 
fleets at Yolu proved the imperative neces- 
sity for an adequate number of cruiaera. 
The battle proves the powers of ofi'enoe of 
modern fleets are infiaitely superior to their 
powera of defence. "Immediately war is 
declared," said Lord IJereaford, " we ought 
to attackjand never atop attacking." 

The Chinese authoritiea expect to hear of 
another batt' e in Korea shortly. A Tokio 
dispatch, filed this morning, says that all 
mejsBgea over the Japanese field telegraph 
to Fnsan, except offioial diapatohes, have 
again been stopped. This indicates that 
important movements are developirg.. 

The correspondent of tbe Daily News at 
Shanghai states with reserve that Oount 
Gassinio, the Russian minister at Pekin, has 
been recalled and has been replsoed by M. 
Pitrovo, who has been tbe Russian minister 
at Tokio. 

The .-jnanghai oorj^spondent of the Times 
says thai tnti uuthnritiea have striotly con- 
fined tho Chincpo fl :ot to the defence of tho 
approaches to Ptkin, specifying tho limits 
within which tho various vessels shall cruise. 
The ufiicors and men are .m])atioiit to con- 
tinue operations on tho Korean conat, and 
are embittered by what thi-y consider the 
fatuous policy of the government. The 
Japanese ships are preparing for another 
attack. 

Wa.siiini:t().v, D.C , Sept. 'J2 — Admiral 
Carpenter, oiimianding ih" Aaiatii: ulation, 
telegraphs the navy dfpirtmtnl from Tient- 
sin that tho ChincHii wird routed at Pirg 
^'ung on the l'y.\i. Six thousind wero 
killed and wounded. Tliu viccrciy lost his 
feather j f cket uudir an edict pnor tu tho 
recent Cefeat. In the naval engugument at 
'\'ula on iho 17ih tho Chinese Ini-s was the 
Chao Tong, Ching Yuen and Chin Yuen 
sunk and tho Yont' Wei on shore partly 
burnod, Tho Chi Yuon vanished during the 
fight, and was probably sunk. It is reported 
that the Japanese lost throe vesacls. 

New Yoiiic, Sept. 'J'J — Hear-Admiral 
Gerhurdi was ehown yesterday a dii-pitch 
from London to Captain John Ingles, late 
naval adviser, relative to the recent decie- 
ive engagement between China and Japan. 
The dispatch contained a stront; 
personal eulogy from Japan on 
Captain Mahan, of the United States 
navy, now oommanding tho Chicago, and 
wag of apeclal interest to Americans gmor- 
ully. " Yes, slr,'^ said tbe Admiral, " 1 re- 
gard Capt. Maban as the greatest living ex- 
ponent of modern warfare. He haa shown 
himself to bo such and his writings oro the 
pride of overy true American, whilo in many 
other oountriea they are legarded aaof high 
practical value." Admiral Gerhard! assured 
tho reporter that ho had watohod evonts in 
Chino and Japan very closely. It was quite 
natural naval and military minda centred 
there. Ho did not care whioli whipped. 
" It was," ho added, " a case of tho Kil- 
kenny oats." Hugging the ahoro he pointed 
out ua being directly oppoaod to Capt. 
Mahan'a fundamental principle, a fact om- 
phaaized in the special dispatch, and in thla 
connection the Rear-Admiral' remarked : " I 
anbaoribe to that, but of oonrse in this par* 



tiiuliir oasp, and speaking from such a dis- 
tance, it would not bj prudent fur m-3 tr. 
ofl'jr an npin on. I do not know the coait " 
From all ibiit ho h.d read of tho fjots, how- 
ever, and btiiig a thorough boliovtr iu Cap'. 
Mahan'a sound judgment and thorough naval 
skill, ho was, with the Captain, of the 
opiiiidn that the evil of land hugging had 
oaueed the inevitable results, which in this 
case had proved diaastroua. .Considering 
the platings on tho barbettes, it waa only 
natural thatdiro cnnscquenccg reaultod frnni 
tho attack on the Chin Yuon. A great mla- 
takf, he thought", had boon made in having 
in that veanel the barbette, instead of hav- 
ing the guns in eohelon, which would have 
saved a gunship from beinit reduced to the 
level of a small cruiser. Admiral Gorhardi 
agrees that small cruisers are more effective 
than big battle sliipB, and as illustrating 
this bad noted bow much better the smaller 
ships bad fared than their larger colleagues. 
In ooneluilon, the Bear-Adniiral again re- 
marked ; ." Yes, it is quite true tha^ the 
praise of one of our navy oommanders haa 
been again loudly sung in London, but not 
for the first time nor undeservedly^ either." 

San Fkancisco, Sept. 22.— The eSeob of 
the Korean war is already being felt by tbe 
people of Japan. A large number of the 
JupancBO attending the private schools in 
this city have received letters from their 
parents bewailing the preaent atato of 
financial and commercial striogcucy. V.as:- 
noBS is practically at a standstill. The 
Chinese are alTocted in a like manner, and 
one large firm which dealt extensively in 
sea weed, one variety of which is used for 
food in the Orient, has already sus- 
pended. The commercial relations 
between the hoatilo countries are for 
tho time being out olX, and as there is at 
present little prospects of a aottlemcnt, tho 
situation is not likely to change in tho im. 
mediate future, Tho letters which have 
been received by the local students atato 
that tho trades people are in sore need of 
money. There is no supgeation of actual 
want, but from tho tenor of tho epistles 
there is every aymptom of tho cO'ect of the 
war being apparent on all aidca. In aonie 
oaeea appeals have been mado for money. 

Aa aoon as the true scope of the war bo. 
came known hero a large number of Jap- 
anese residing in thia country who were 
members of the Japaneao army and here 
simply on furlough, mustered together and 
loft for their native land. It is said that 
should the Japanese government call for 
volunteers every one of its aabjeots resid- 
ing in this oonntry would immediately 
answer tbe coll and return to his home. 
Already subscriptions have been started in 
t he local colony and over $4,000 collected. 
The sum was forwarded to the Japaneee 
government for tbe support of hospitals for 
tho wounded and distribution among those 
moat afieoted by the war. Another aource 
of revenue for the mother country ia the 
plana of the Jupineee in thia atato for 
accumulating funds by leaving school and 
going into the country, where they o&n 
work at fruit picking. 

EAFAEL NUNEZ. 

The l*reBldent of tlie Republic of Colouihlii 
Dead. 

Colon, Colombia, Sept. 22.— Itia officially 
announced here that Dr. Rafael Nunez, 
president of the republic of Colombia, died 
Tuesday, of gastric fever. Rafael Nunez 
was bom in 1833, He was first consul 
general of (!olombia at Liverpool, and anb- 
acquently president of the state of Bolivar. 
He waa a candidate for the presidency of 
Colombia in 1875. .when Dr. I'arra was 
elected, but in 1879 ho waa elected preai- 
dent, and was re-nlected for the next two 
biennial terms. W hen the term was altered 
to six years be was re-elected once more, 
and on June 4, 1887, waa inaugurated an 
president for tho first long term. During 
moat of it he was kept by sickness from per- 
forming the dutiea in peraon, hin place be- 
ing filled by Carloa Holguin Nevertheleaa 
bo was elected president for tbe fifth time 
on Feb 2, 1S92. Again he appointed Hol- 
guin his repreaentative. Nuntz never took 
a dollor of salary. He waa greatly beloved 
by the people, and rovolutioniatfl, oncouroged 
by Venezuela, never made much headway 
in Colombia. Colombia would have proa- 
pered under Nunfz, but for the enormous 
debt contracted twenty years ago; the coun- 
try haa for aevoral yoars been unable to pay 
even the interest. Nunez was a warm friend 
of the Panama o^^ai project.

OHSlSTlANITr IN OBIXA. 

It appears to be admitted that the success 
of CbrietiaD missionaries in China has not 
been tematkable- Missionaries in that 
oouatry have to enooanter very great diffi- 
ooltles, and before thoy can make a good 
Impreasion they have prejurlices to overcome 
that to the faint-hearted appear to be invin- 
cible. The accounts we road of mission 
work in China are ao contradictory that it is 
very ditGoulty indeed to form an intelligent 
opinioB as to the reanlts that have been 
achieved. People who haf e lived in China 
tell the world that the missionaries have 
made no icnpressioD on the people that is 
perceptible. Then again, acoounts of mis- 
sionary success reach us that are quite en- 
couraging, 

Mr. Qeorge Cozon, in his work on Japan, 
Corea and China, has a good deal to say 

about miBsionary effort in those countriea. 
Ha writes apparently from the standpoint 
of an intellig'^nt layman who ia perfectly ini- 
pirtial and who earnestly desires to find out 
the truth, Ho has not adopted the tone of 
Some travellers who are careful not to lose 
an opportunity of sneering at miasionaries 
and of belittling their ofTorta. He, on the 
contrary, speaks highly of the Christian 
teaohers'in China. " Heeulogizaa the devo- 
tion of many of their lives, particularly of 
those who in Qative dress labor in the in- 
terior, and he speaks with high praise of 
the results of ort^anizsd Christian phil.in- 
thropy in the shape of hospitals, -aohools, 
and so on," But his chief object seems to 
be to endeavor to give his readers a clear 
idea of the oppoeition which the missionaries 
have to meet. 

The diviaions that are sonn oven in that 
distant ani heathen country to exist among 
Christians give the Chinese a very unfavor- 
able idea of their religion. They see that 
there are rivalries between the different 
'denominations, and the face that they have 
different names for the Supreme liuing np- 
peara singular to the rclli;otiiig men amon(4 
them. " The Jesuits adopt the title of Tien 
Chin, Land of Heaven. The Amorioaua 
prefer Chen Sbio, or True Spirit. The 
Engliah Protestants adopt the Clii neso 
ShaDg-Ti, or Supreme Lord, the name of 
the Deity Worshipped upon the Altar 
of Heaven at I'ekin." This diversity 
seems to bo calculated to lead the 
heathen to believe that Christiana 
worship diiJdreat deities. Then the denom- 
inations have failed to agree upon a form 
in whioh to present the scriptures. This is 
considered a diflioulty in the way of dis- 
seminating a knowledge of the Christian 
religion. It iu, wo should say, only the 
ed'icatoj and reileoting among the Chinese 
who are ailected by the diillculties we have 
nam^d, bat there are other peoaliaritiea 
about the niisaioDaries that are likely to pro- 
judioe the multitude against them. 

The Chinese hove their ideas of propriety 
as well us oursolvos, some of them very 
strict, and an opon violation of them lowers 
the violators in tholr eyes. The Chinese, it 
seems, are not aooustomed to see men and 
Women, pArtioularly single women, as- 
Boclated in the prosecution of any 
Work. When they see lady miaaionarioa 
laboring freely in conjunction with men 
thoirsonae of propriety ia ohooked, and they 
are ready to believe the slanders that are 
Widely ciroulated about the missionaries, and 



about Christians generally. "Of the 1,300 
Protestant missienaries in China in 1890, 
700, or more than half, were women, and of 
these 31G were unmorriod women. The in- 
stitution of sisterhoods planted by the side 
of male establishments, and the spectacle ol 
unmarried people of both sexes living and 
working together, although well understood 
by Western and Christian society to bo en- 
tirely ooneistent with innocence and pro- 
pric'y, are not so regarded by the Chlneno." 

The inliubitauts of CiTineso cities were dia- 
pleuaed at the uiisaionariee selecting com- 
mandicg positions for the sites of their 
buildings. They do not want the Chriatiana 
to be in eiluationa from which they 
ojn look down upon Ihem. 'xhny associate 
their living on these situations with the 
superstition reapecting the " evil eye ' 
whioh prevails to a very great extent in all 
parts of China. So greatly do (she Chinese 
dislike to see Christian ohurohea and dwell- 
ings in elevated positions that they prevailed 
upon the French mission in Pekin to remove 
their cathedral, whioh occupied a location 
overlooking the Forbidden City, to a bettor 
site in a less conspicuous loc-iUty which waa 
provided by the authorities. 

The converts to Christianity refuse to 
contribute towards the seml-rellgious feati- 
vula that are ao frequent in China, This 
non-compliance with old and sacred ouslonis 
gives great offdnco to their relatives, aud 
their names are erased from the family 
register, This increases the prejudice 
against the missionaries, and makes it diffi- 
cult to be on good terms with the people. 

Mr. Cnrzon ia very modest in hia state- 
rnonts; he dooa not vouch for their strict ac- 
CLiracy, for ho had in hia two visitfl to China 
to depend upon what was told him by per- 
sons whom he considered reliable. Some of 
his informants no doubt were icfiueoced by 
the prevailing prejndioe. That the people 
of aome parts of China greatly dislike the 
missionaries and slander them outrageously, 
ia well known, ao that it is no wonder that 
Mr. Curzon received the statements of hia 
informants with a little diatroat. Au arti- 
cle in the New York limea on Mr. Cuizon's 
book oonoindes with the following para- 
graph : 

A question of chief importance is, What 
are the actual results of missiohary Work in 
China, as shown by the figures? Those re- 
sults, as given in the Protestant missionary 
publications, are that in 1890 there were 
l.-SOO Protestant missionaries and 37, .'WO 
native oonverte, or about 1 in every 10,000 
of the Chinese population. The Roman 
Catholics, who have the advontape of a 
much older eatabliahment, with only half 
the number of niisaionariea, have l,0i)2,SlS 
oonrerts, or about thirty times the Proteat- 
ant number. Whether these returns timy or 
may not bo adequate, there ia no doubt that 
the Chriatian mifaionariea will not be 
withdrawn from China, and it; will be uni- 
versally agreed that while they remain 
there it will bo the duty nf the Christian 
powers to protect them- Mr. Curzon 
thinks, however, that it would be a great 
advantage if there should be joint action, iu 
oaae of outrage, between the great powers. 
But this is difEcult of attainment, on ac- 
count of international jealousy. Thus, he 
states that a proposed action of this sort, 
after the murders of 1891, failed of accom- 
plishment, owing to the non-conaent of the 
United States. He thinks also that the mis- 
sionary BooietieE, in view of the great deli- 
oaoy of the situation, should be oireful to 
send out men, fitted by the possession of 
superior tact, to oope with its diffioultiea. 



A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Some of our contemporaries seem to think 
it very unreasonable that we should repre- 
sent Mr. Laurier's addreaaea on the trade 
question as too vague and too general, and 
that we have the audacity to demand cf him 
some clear and definite statement as to the 
nature of his policy. We will not do Mr. 
Laurier himself the injustice to suppose 
that he takes this position. Ho knows that 
it is right to require of the promulgator of a 
new policy suflioient information on whioh 
to form an intelligent opinion cf its merits. 
We are the more inclined to make this 
assumption because when in 1877 be 
occupied relatively to Sir John Mac- 
donald, who was advocating a change in 
the trade policy of the country, the same 
position as the Conservative critic does now 
to himself, ho used language singularly like 
that which the Conaorvative press is now 
using with respect to hia projected tariff re- 
forms. Commenting upon the ohaoge of 
policy proposed by Sir John Maodonald and 
his party, then in opposition, Mr. Laurior 
said : 

"The First Minister (Mr. Mackenzie) 
had declared over and over again, that, 
though he was a Free Trader, the theory 
of Free Trade could not be adopted in this 
country in its entirety! and that 
we oould not oolleot a revenue except by 
means of oustoma duties. * • < * * 
What was the policy of the opposition 
as revealed in the motions of the Hon. 
niemhera for Centre Wellington (Dr. Orton) 
and Kingston (3ir J. A. Maodonald). The 
least that could be said in this relation waa 
that it waa loose, vague and very faintly do- 
lioeatcd. The right hoii. member for King- 
ston said that the tariff should bo reinodolod 
80 ao to foster the agricultural, mining and 
manufacturing interoata of the country. No 
ono would say that those words did not 
sound well. Bjt the country required 
Bomothing moro. It required lo know 
whether tho means whereby this groat re- 
sult would bo achieved wore natural or ma- 
gical. Tho right hon. member cannot ex- 
pect any of hia colleagues to pledge himeelf 
airaint the policy of the Government unless 
ii iras known what Ihepoliq/ 10 replace it was 
lo he " 

It will have to bo admitted that; Mr. 
Liurier's exposition of his policy— if it 
really deservea to be called a polioy^is 
" loose, vague and very faintly delineated," 

and Mr, Laurier's supporters ought not to 
apeak disoourtoously of thoao who make the 
very same demand that ho made when he 
waa oriticiaing Sir John Macdonaid's 
apoechea on tho propoaed National Policy, 
They cannot expect the supporters of tho 
Qnvemment to oppose its trade policy until 
it is known what tho policy to replace it ia 
to bo, Mr. Laurier'a exproBslona were opt, 
and tho demand he made was roaBonable. 
In 1877 he thought it unreoBonablo to aok 
men to take a leap in the dark — and Sir 
John Msodonald's explanations were clear- 



neas itself compared with Mr. Laurier's am- 
biguous utterances ; ia it any loss unreason- 
able, we ask, in 1801 to try to persuade men 
to adopt a new policy blindfold 3 

'THE GOLD SUPPLY. 

Laat year the demand for gold in tho 
United States waa almost frantic. People 
overy where were exclaiming that gold was 
boco-.niog too scarce, and that prices were in 
cousequenoe getting to be ruinously low. 
A given quantiiy of gold oould, all over the 
civilized world, ihin purohiao more com- 
modities than it ouglit to command. Ar- 
ticles and essays, and oveu books, were 
written about the appreciation of gold and 
tho evil consequences it was producing. 
Most paople then believed that gold was 
getting ECkroer, and that before very long 
there would be a gold famine. These people 
must bo surprised to find that while thoy 
H-ers complsisisg of the scarcity of gold 
more gold was Itsiog produced than in any 
previous year sinco men kept count of the 
productiona of tho different industries. 
When atroams of gold were flowing from 
California and Australia in such immense 
quantities thinking men began to dread that 
gold would before very long cease to bo a 
precious metal. Bab the gold output of 
189.3 wos greater than the output of 1853, 
In 1853 tho world'a yield of gold, then un- 
piralloled, was 8155,000,000 ; in 189,'! it was 
§155 ,-)L!'J,01)0. Tho yield for tho current 
year proiniuea to bo greater atill. The de- 
mand for gold has stimulated men 
to produce an adequate supply. Dis- 
coveries of gold fields have been made 
in Australia and in South Afri- 
CJ, and the prospector and tho 
speculator have been at work in California, 
British Columbia and elsewhere. Thorc ie 
no talk as yet of the Bupply exceeding the 
demand, but less is now being said and writ- 
ten of tho appreciation of gold. 

There IE no prospect of tho now gold Gelds 
being soon worked out, aud no ouo now ven- 
tures to say that tho whole of tho world's 
supply of gold is in eight. There ia no tell- 
ing what diBcoveries may be made, even in 
this Province alone, in the course of the next 
three or four years.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of $150,000 for .Water Works Pur- 
posea. ' 

Whoroas it is expedient and neeessary to 
ralsoa sum ot money for extending and^fm* 
proving thssuppli^ot water ot the water works 
ot the City of Vlotoria to the inhabitants 
thoreof, and for that purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city tho sura 
ot SISO.COO; 

And whoroas It will require tho sum ot 
$7,731 to be raised' annually by rate tor the pay- 
ment ef the new debt and Intorest; 

And \^he^(■na the whole rotable land and 
improvomonta or real properly oC the aald cor 
potation of tho City of Vlotoria, accordloK to 
the last revised assessment rail for tho year 
1891, is $16,S59.S70.C0; 

And whereas it will require an annual rate 
of one half of one mill In the doilar'tor paying 
such new debt and Intorest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not be altered 
or ropooled except with tho consent of the 
Lieutenant Governor-In Council. 

Ho 11 Lhoreforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic 
toria, as follows: 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Jlay or of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of tho aald Corporation by way 
of tho debonturea boroinaf tor mentioned from 
any poraon or persona, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willinK to advance tho same 
aa a loan, a sum of money not oxcojdlnK In tha 
wholo tiie sura of §150,000 currency (or aterllng 
money, at tho rate of 4.80 2-3 doUara In tho ono 
pound BtorllnRl, and to causo all sums so raised 
or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer ot tho said Corporation, for the 
purpose and with the object horelpbeforo ro 
cited. 

Sec. 2, It shall ho lawful for tho aald Mayor 
to cauee any numbor of debenturoa to be made, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
rec|uired. not exceeding, liowovor, tho sum of 
51oO,000, either In currency (or sterlinK money 
at tho rate of 1. 80 2 3 dollara to tho ono pound 
aterllng) aamay bo required, each of tt o said 
debentures being ot the amount ot $1,00) or its 
aterllng equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall be sealed with tho 
seal ot the Corporation and signed by tbo 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3 Tho aald dobenturea shall bear date 
the lot day of October, ISDl, and shall be made 
payablu In llfty years from tho said date at 
auch place, cither In Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion ot Canada, 
aa may be designated thereon, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment ot 
interoat, and the signatures to tbe interest 
coupons may bo cither written, stamped, 
printed or llthoKraphod. 

Soo. 1. Tho said debentures shsdl boar in- 
terest at the rate ot 1} per cent, per annum 
from the date thoreof, which interest shall bo 
payable halt yearly, at such place, either In 
Great Britain, the United States of America, 
or the Dominion ot Canada, as may bo ex- 
preaaod In the debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to cauee tho said debentures and the interest 
coupons, either or both, to be made payable ut 
such place, either In Great Britain, the United 
States ot America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired. 

Soo. C. For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain spoclflc sum tor the payment o' the In- 
terest on tho said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall be raised annually tho sum 
of $0,750, and for tho purposo of raising annu- 
ally a certain specific sum for the payment of 
the debt at maturity, there shall bo raised an- 
nually the sum of $985. 

Sec, 7. Tho said annual sums In the next pro- 
coding paragraph mentioned shall be raised 
and levied in each year by a rate sufllclent 
therefor on all tho raUiblo land or improve- 
ments or real property In tho Municipality of 
tho said Corporation ot tho City of Victoria 
during the conlinuanco of tho said debentures 
or any of them, 

Soo. 8. It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council Irom time to time to pur- 
ohaso any ot tho said debentures, and such de- 
bentures shall be so expreaeed as to enlitlo tbo

The Faclflc Hail S. 8, Co. No longer to Have 
Matters All Its Own Way, 

Sa.s- FllANulsco, Sept. 2'j! —Tho Chronicle 
says : The rivals of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany for the Mexican trade - on the Pacific 
coast have booome the rivals of C. P. Hunt- 
ington on tho Atlantic side. Two conces- 
sions were granted to Don Elisio Canton 
Julio from the Mexican government, ono 
from Saiina Cruz to San Francisco, tho other 
from tho terminus of the Tehuantcpoc river 
on the Gulf of Mexico to New Orleans. Oou- 
sul-General Coney, of Mexico, says that he 
knows that this latter concession has been 
granted, and he is of tho impression that 
both franchises were issued to the same com- 
pany. Luis Loaizjk, whose firm is the agent 
of the Compania del Ferrooarril Oooidental 
de Mexico at Guaymoa. aaya that while it is 
possible that the oompany bai.aeonred tho 
franobise for a line on the other side, ho is 
not personally aware that Ruob ia the fact. 

The terminus of the new lino of steamers 
on tho Atlantic side will bo Progroseo, in 
Yucatan, Huntington's lino runs from New 
Orleans to Vera Cruz, in tho Gulf of Mexi- 
co. Progresao is just across tho gulf, and it 
is said the heads of tho Paoifio Mail iiad in 
contemplation for some time tho proposi- 
tion of extending tho lino to that port. 
Evidently affairs at Washington City kept 
tho magnates there busy, ond tho oppor- 
tunity elippod by. A groat trado could 
havo boon built up by an Amorican lino of 
Bteamors between Yucatan and the United 
States, and tho new lino will probably reap 
tho benefits, Progresao is tho port of entry 
for Merida, the capital city of Yuoatan,
